Washington, Jan. 31.— Filibus­ 
tering has had Its cause thorough­ 
ly explained In 
the 
last 
few 
weeks. 
The best way to prevent 
a filibuster is to announce that 
another session of Congress 
is 
forthcoming. 
The opportunities for filibus­ 
tering began to accumulate just 
before 
the 
Christmas 
recess. 
Word was- passed 
around 
that 
there 
might 
be 
a 
filibuster 
against the Kellogg 
treaty 
or 
against the cruiser hill and that 
other 
matters 
of 
Importance 
might get into a legislative jam. 
Now, however, with the newf 
that Mr. Hoover is going to call 
an extra session in April, Cong­ 
ress sees the futility of trying to 
block legislation at this time. The 
only advantage that a filibuster 
would have now is on a subject 
which could not command a ma­ 
jority at this time but would re­ 
ceive a vote of approval 
when 
the new congress with its larger 
republican personnel came 
into. 
power. 
Whole Attitude Changed. 
Filibustering usually comes at 
the close of the 
short 
session 
when it Is certain that there will 
be no other meeting of congress 
for 
many 
months 
thereafter, 
namely until 
December 
of 
the 
same year. 
The 
extra 
session 
coming so closely on the heels of 
the short session has changed the 
attitude of congress. 
There are 
hill* .which 
tat I . of i t # 
and there was In the case of the 
proposed farm board a disposition 
to have the appointments 
made 
by the new president rather than 
the ontgoing chief executive. This 
view when 
crystallized 
simply1 
resulted in a postponement of the 
legislation to the extra 
session. 
No need for a filibuster develop­ 
ed there because the advocates of 
farm relief legislation were the 
only group who wanted to push 
the bill anyhow and they merely 
refrained from asking for action 
at this time. 
The filibustering tendency has 
been criticized by Vice-president 
Dawes and it looks as if he may 
end his term of office 
with 
a 
minimum of dilatory tactics 
to 
deal with as presiding officer of 
the senate. 
But it is not because 
of any change in the rules though 
the Invoking of the old cloture 
rule adopted at the suggestion of 
President Wilson has been a mo­ 
tivating force in getting action on 
the Kellogg treaty as well as the 
cruiser bill. 
Save for Next One. 
The real reason for the weak­ 
ening of the filibuster idea is that 
another session is coming. 
This 
is why the constitutional amend­ 
ment proposed by Senator Norris 
of Nebraska will undoubtedly be 
revived. 
His idea was to begin 
congress on a fixed date in Janu­ 
ary and run the sessions through 
two years if necessary without 
the necessity of a long recess. In 
other words congress would start 
in the January following the No­ 
vember elections. 
The same prin­ 
ciple would be applied lf cong­ 
ress began its sessions on March 
4th and ran through two years, 
leaving it to congress to decide

Enroute with President Cool­ 
idge to Mountain Lake, Fla., Jan. 
31 —(ZP)— Leaving behind him the 
cold blasts of a Washington win­ 
ter, President Coolidge was south­ 
bound tonight for a brief stay in 
the warmer climate of Florida. 
At Mountain Lake late tomor­ 
row the chief executive will deliv­ 
er an address dedicating the Syl­ 
van Retreat which 
Edward 
W. 
Bok has fashioned 
Into 
a 
bird 
sanctuary and public park and the 
singing tower with its carillon of 
bells which he has erected upon 
It. 
A few hours later Mr. Cool­ 
idge will begin the return journey 
to the national capital. 
A light powdery Rnow was fall­ 
ing In Washington at the time of 
his departure and served to re­ 
mind the president that for a few 
hours at least he was leaving win­ 
ter behind. 
The wintry aspect of 
the capita! was further Impressed 
upon him by 
a 
thin coating of 
snow on the Virginia hills. 
Tine 
however, gradually disappeared ar 
his train sped southward. 
As Is customary, every precau­ 
tion was taken for toe president’s 
safety. 
Twenty minutes ahead of 
the special was a "pilot train" and 
twenty minutes to the rear was a 
“trailer," while orders were is­ 
sued that switches were to remain 
unchanged between the passing of 
the first and last trains. 
Trains 
on adjoining tracks were instruct­ 
ed to slow down to IO miles an 
hour upon 
meeting 
the 
“ pilot 
train” and maintain 
that 
speed 
until the “ trailer" passed. 
Upon arrival In Mountain Lake 
Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge are to be 
met by a reception committee and 
escorted at once to the sanctuary 
for the dedication exercises. 
The 
president’s speech will follow a 
period of rest and an informal 
family dinner, before entraining 
tomorrow evening for Washing­ 
ton. 
A crowd of unusual proportions 
is expected at the dedication ex­ 
ercises. 
Word reached Washing­ 
ton just before the departure that

when Senator Leon F. Miner, of 
Owosso, submitted a measure which 
would bring the supreme penalty 
for a liquor offense under the pro­ 
posed administration revision. 
Senator Miner’s proposed amend­ 
ment to the criminal code specific­ 
ally increases the maximum pen­ 
alty for a first conviction on a liq­ 
uor felony to five years in state 
prison, or a fine of $1,000. 
Under 
a plan of revision laid before Judi­ 
ciary committees of the house und 
senate last night by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Wilber M. Bracker, the penal­ 
ty on a fourth conviction would be 
mandatory life sentence 
if 
the 
fourth offense were such thut It 
would have brought a prison term 
of five years or more on its first 
commission. 
The Miner 
measure 
proved a 
bombshell in the legislative pro­ 
gram today. 
The administration 
has not even introduced its pro­ 
posed revision on the floor of the 
legislature.

Tint of Gin’ Lifer Makes

Jackson. Mich., Jan. 31— (ZP) — 
Pardon recommendation was ask­

Commissioner Wood announc­ 
ed he would make a

investigation of Palm’s argument 
that he was given a life sentence 
unfairly and that if he sees a ba­ 
sis for clemency he will make 
a 
recommendation 
to 
Governor 
Green. 
Palm admitted in his prepared 
statement that he entered a plea 
of guilty in lughara county court 
ooptember, 1927, to violating the 
liquor law, but asserted he was 
not Informed that he was 
being 
charged and tried under the ha­ 
bitual criminal 
l|w. 
lf he had 
! ben so Informed, 
he 
said 
he 
w’ould not have pleaded guilty to 
the prohibition offense. 
Palm insisted he did not know 
the pint bottle of gin, for 
pos­ 
session of which he was arrested 
was in his home at Lansing, and 
said he pleaded 
guilty 
to 
the 
charge only to save his wife from 
a prison sentence. 
He 
charged 
that officers who found tho bot­ 
tle of gin had no search warrant 
or authority to make a search. 
The prisoner claimed that the 
record of his case was incorrect, 
In his belief, and that 
his 
case 
was not handled in the ordinary 
manner, due to the fact ho 
was 
the 
first 
felon 
arraigned 
in 
Michigan 
under 
the 
habitual 
criminal law.

DEAD ENGINEER 
PILOTS TRAIN 


Through Freight Is Run 
Three Miles After 
Man Dies 


Bryan, 
Ohio, Jau. 
31—(ZP)- A 
through freight train on the Cin­ 
cinnati A Northern line traveled 
for three miles between Bryan and 
the village of Ney today with a 
dead engineer at the throttle. 
Harvey A. Freyermuth. 56, of 
Van Wert, a veteran train pilot, 
received his orders here today up 
parently in good health. 
He threw open tho throttle and 
the freight pulled out toward Ney, 
six miles away. 
About two miles 
from Bryan, Freyermuth died of 
an apoplectic stroke. But his body 
remained firm in it* position in the 
cab, so much so that th*) fireman, 
L J. Kirsch of Van Wert, was com* 
p'etely deceived. 
Then Kirsch noted that the train 
passed a crossing and that Freyer­ 
muth did not sound the whistle. 
He kept on shoveling coal Into the 
fire. 
Another crossing was passed 
without a w ii int Ie 
When this hap­ 
pened a third time llirseh tapped 
the engineer on the shoulder and 
his body slumped forward, 
Kirsch then took the throttle 
himself and piloted the train iuto 
Ney. 
The spot where Freyermuth died 
was established by the discovery of 
h's cap along the tracks about two 
miles from Bryan. 
The train was 
bound for Clncifinati from Jackson.

This afternoon, Miss Viola Gen­ 
try, an older but no less daring 
aviator than Miss Smith, set about 
winning back the endurance record 
she held until Miss Trout took It 
away from her. and so won her 
laurels even though she didn’t win 
the record.

PAIR TO DIE 
ONGALLOWS 


Appeals of Couple Fail; 
Execution Set for 
This Afternoon 


Franklin, La.. Jan. 31—(A*)—Mrs. 
Ada Bonner LaUowf and J)r. Thom­ 
as E. Dreher prepared tonight tor 
a murderer's death on the gallows 
tomorrow for killing the woman's 
husband. 
They were sentenced to hang for 
killing James E. LeBouef. superin­ 
tendent of the Morgan Flty branch 
of the louisiana Public Utilities 
company, on the night of Ju’v I. 
1927. 
The state contended they 
murdered Iy-llouef so he would not 
interfere wtih their love affair. 
The long legal fight to suve the 
condemned puir from the gallows, 
which was tarried twite to the 
United States supreme court, was 
climaxed at New Orleans today 
when Judge Wayne Horah of the 
United States d strict court und 
the United States circuit court of 
appeals both refused to Interfere 
with the executions. 
That left Governor Iamg ae the 
only avenue to save them and he 
promptly announced that he had 
reviewed the ruse thoroughly and 
did not intend to luke further ac 
Hon. 
Thus it appeared tonight that the 
woman und physician who ulready 
have received three reprieves, w ere 
doomed to die tomorrow between 
noon and 3 p. in., the time set for 
the execution by the governor. 
When informed here today that 
there was no further hope. Mrs. 
Le Bouef. the first white woman 
ever to face the gallows in louisi­ 
ana, and Dr. Dreher. bur old fam­ 
ily physician, burst into tears.

Then came an age of fuel oil, of 
hydro-electric 
p o w e r 
replacing 
steam and of new and efficient 
methods in other lauds, the World 
war and the business booms that 
followed it gave the declining in­ 
dustry an unnatural flush of health, 
but the time of reckoning has been 
approaching for nearly five years. 
There are about 1.200.000 poten­ 
tial wage earners In the coal dis­ 
tricts. 
Of these 300.000 are unem­ 
ployed and fully 200,000 
of 
this 
class are permanently unemployed 
and constitute, with their numer­ 
ous progeny, excess population. 
Economic conditions have ren­ 
dered much British coal of lees 
value than the cost of mining. This 
has closed many collieries perma­ 
nently. but their workmen have not 
been able to change occupations 
because upward of 1.000.000 work­ 
ers are unemployed in other indus­ 
tries. 
Relief Funds Raised. 
The miners, their wives and chil­ 
dren. have become a pitiful burden 
on the country. 
They are hard to 
uproot from the drab cottages or 
aqualld hovels 
which 
they 
call 
home. 
Yet even if they were will­ 
ing to leave, the time have passed 
when the overseas Dominion of the 
Empire, like Canada and Australia, 
will uccept unit int ted aud unregu­ 
lated Immigration. 
Not alone at 
Ellis Island, but also throughout 
the outlying territories of the Brit­ 
ish Empire itself, 
have 
barriers 
been raised against people from 
mother England, unless they are 
trained or otherwise acceptable for 
specific work. 
The government is contributing 
dollar for dollar to tho relief funds

subscriptions. 
Meanwhile the public gives accord­ 
ing to its means and awuits some 
comprehensive program for a solu­ 
tion of the big social and economic 
puzzle.

SENATE PASSES 
SECOND DILL 


S t a t e Legislature Re­ 
ceives Variety of 
New Measures 


Lansing, 
Mich., 
Jan. 31—(A5)— 
The senate today passed its second 
bill of the session while ten others, 
with two joint resolutions, were 
submitted on the floor. 
The attorney general would be 
given unlimited power to Institute 
suits under a bill of Senator Cass 
J. Jankowski passed by the upper 
hours. 
If a prosecutor refused to 
institute a complaint, the attorney 
general would 
start 
proceedings. 
The bill would eliminate the em­ 
barrassment occasioned by the re­ 
fusal of former Prosecutor Harold 
H. Smedley, of Muskegon, to prose­ 
cute a man under the habitual crim­ 
inal act. 


Insanity would be a ground for 
divorce under a measure offered 
today by Senator George M. Con­ 
don. of Detroit. Certification of an 
examining board of three physi­ 
cians that the defendant had been 
confined to an insane asylum more 
than five years as an incurable 
would be necessary before a decree 
could be granted. 


Three railroad bills were sub­ 
mitted by Senator H. Person of 
Lansing. 
The first would exempt 
members of train or yard crews 
from arrest when state or city laws 
were violated. 
The railroad com­ 
pany w'ould be liable. 
The number of employes neces­ 
sary to operate trains would be 
regulated by the state public utili­ 
ties commission upon a basis of 
public safety, another Person meas­ 
ure provides. 
The commission is 
given broad powers of regulation 
and a violation would bring a maxi­ 
mum company fine and an individ­ 
ual fine of $100 to $500. 
Regulations by the utilities com­ 
mission against obstructions “along 
or above tracks" are provided in a 
third measure. 
Violations w'ould mean a com­ 
pany fine of $100 to $500. 
Viola­ 
tion by an individual would be a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of $100 to $500 or a term of 30 to 
90 days. 


Senator Condon seeks a consti­ 
tutional amendment In a joint reso­ 


lution limiting the power of review 
by the supreme court to certain 
cases designated by the legislature. 


Another Condon measure offered 
today proposed a mandatory jail 
sentence, either in a county insti­ 
tution or the Detroit house of cor­ 
rection, of 60 to 120 days on the 
first offense for 
driving 
while 
drunk. 
The second offense would 
be a felony subject to a fine of 
$1,000 or a minimum term of six 
months. Women presumably would 
be equally punished with men. 
A first offense now brings a pen­ 
alty of IO to 90 days or an alterna­ 
tive fine. The minimum term on a 
second offense is now 90 days. 


The state highway department 
would be required to make a report 
January I, each year, with the ad­ 
ministrative board giving an esti­ 
mate of the revenue for the fiscal 
year available for trunk line con­ 
struction, according to a measure 
tendered 
by 
Senator Albert J. 
Engel, of Lake City. 
Contracts at 
that time would be limited to 60 
per cent of the estimated revenue. 


The maximum prison 
term 
of 
three months and fine of $100 Is 
set as a penalty in assault, and 
assautl and battery cases where no 
other punishment is prescribed, a 
bill by Senator Condon provided. 


Three measures 
dealing 
with 
foreclosures 
and 
mortgage sales 
were offered. By one. Senator Con­ 
don would permit publication of 
notice of sale in another county if 
there were no newspaper in the 
county, where the sale wrould take 
place. An amendment proposed by 
Senator Leon F. Miner of Owosso 
exempts household goods of $500 
value or less and other property 
necessary “to carry on a trade, bus­ 
iness, or profession,” of the same 
value from levy and sale under ex­ 
ecution. 
A Joint resolution offered 
by Senator Miner would ask a con­ 
stitutional amendment to 
reduce 
the homestead exemption to $3,000. 


A measure that may be the first 
step toward disposal of the state- 
owned Chelsea cement plant was 
introduced in the house today by 
Representative Frank P. Darin, of 
Wayne. 
It would give the state 
prison commission authority to ac­ 
quire or sell property. 
Governor Green expects to sub­ 
mit a special message to the legis­ 


lature, possibly next week, detail­ 
ing the condition of the plant. 
A 
bill specifically providing for its 
disposal also may be ottered. 


The house passed a bill ending 
the legislative squabble over pay. 
A constitutional amendment, states 
the members shall receive $ J a day. 
Attempts were made to override 
this mandate so a major portion 
of the compensation for the term 
could be collected during the regu­ 
lar session. 
The bill previously 
was approved by the senate. 


Representative John Holland, of 
Bessemer, introduced a bill which 
would close tho season on deer 
huntil until 1931.

It would pro­ 
vide penalties for entering box curs. 
The same member offered a group 
of bills making technical changes 
In crime laws. 


A proposal that prosecutors be 
requested to co-operate with federal 
authorities to determine whether 
alin law violators are subject to 
deportion, was introduced by Rep- 
reeenatlve Charles Reed, of Genes- 
see. 
Representative Reed in an­ 
other bill asked that hunting in 
Genessee county be prohibited on 
Sundays.

cused persons.

In Michigan, hut it has not yet 
become so commonplace that

Poplar Affords Chance 
For Profitable Program 
Of U. P. Reforestation 


a 
Tree Grows Rapidly and 
Can Be Used for 
Making Paper 


Because of its ability to mature 
quickly and its being adapted to 
the soil and climate of this region, 
the lowly poplar offers to the upper 
Michigan lumbering industry an op­ 
portunity to carry out a profitable 
reforestation program, according to 
C. O. Bachman, research engineer 
with the Delta Chemical & Iron 
company and the Escanaba Paper 
company. 
Being of a fibrous nature, the 
poplar can be used to manufacture 
a good grade of newsprint paper 
and other products of this char­ 
acter, he says. 
A program to con­ 
serve Hie timber resources of this 
country should also include a more 
complete utilization of wood waste, 
according to Mr. Bachman, who 
points out that edgings and other 
scraps from tile sawmill, which 
now are virtually discarded, will 
eventually be used in the manufac­ 
ture of artificial hoard and lower 
grades of paper. 
it National Problem. 
"Reforestation 
Is not a local 
prob’em, but a very vital national 
itfsue,’ Mr. Bachman declares. "One 
glance over the large area of cut­ 
over land in the upper peninsula 
of Michigan brings to one’s mind 
a picture of wanton 
waste 
and 
shameful desolation. 
"The forest is not ours to cut 
and waste as we see fit. but an 
asset that belongs to the coming 
generations. 
We are building high­ 
ways, bi luges, water power devel­ 
opments and various public works 
to stand for ages. 
Citing these 
facts, it is very evident that man 
does not only think of tho present, 
but also of the future. 
. 
. 
. . . 
• With these facts in view. there 
I'"1 ™ at* ma‘erlalB 
la one thing left 
to .lo and that la 
uc“ ' , 
£ or, a 
moment consider the fact that a 


work has been done along these 
lines with very gratifying results. 
The fact that the growth of this 
species of tree is very rapid makes 
it a highly profitable investment, 
not 
on'y 
from 
a 
lumberman’s 
standpoint but also from that of 
th© manufacturer. 
Under proper 
reforesting control, the poplar will 
be usable after 
IO to IG 
years 
growth. 
"The initial coat of reforesting 
upper Michigan would be compara­ 
tively low due to the ideal topog­ 
raphy of this territory. The nature 
of the soil and rainfall conditions 
should make the upper peninsula 
one of the most profitable refores­ 
tation units in the country. 
New York’# Progress. 
"In New York 
state, a 
great 
deal has been done along this line 
with amazing results, but the con­ 
ditions there are not as favorable 
as in this region. 
The extreme 
winter weatlrer and mountainous 
nature of the New York cut-over 
land country make the work of re­ 
forestation a more expensive and 
difficult proposition than it would 
be in upper Michigan*. 
Despite 
these adversities, the work is gain 
ing a secure foothold rapidly. 
Should Utilize Waste. 
"With our reforestaHon program, 
we are confronted with another 
problem of an even more serious 
character; that ie, the utilization of 
wood waste. 
It is a known fact 
‘hat an average of 70 per cent of 
he tree is wasted from the time 
t is cut in the forest until it is 
made into the finished product. 
This waste must stop if the indus­ 
try is to survive, in this age of 
competition. 
"The only answer to thi« is that 
there is a need for a comprehen­ 
sive research into existing plant 
conditions, seeking to tfhd means

Poplar Has Many Uses. 
"Poplar is of a fibrous nature 
that will lend Itself to various man­ 
ufacturing need.*. 
It is possible to 
manufacture newsprint paper of a 
very good grade from native pop­ 
lar. 
A largo amount of research 


log, 16 inches in dimater, in being 
run cm a Kaw carriage and boxed 
in a square, loses about IO per 
cent in edgings. 
Usually, these 
edgings are used as fuel for the 
‘hog.’ not especially for the great 
amount of heat value they may pro­ 
duce. but mostly because of the 
fact they must be removed in some 
manner, and burning them for fuel 
seems the easiest way at the pres­ 
ent time.

Feeding problems of the dairy­ 
men were discussed at length by 
Russell E. Horwood, upper penin­ 
sula dairy specialist, at a meeting

Mr. Horwood will hold similar

"Next to having efficient dairy 
cows, in the economic production 
of milk, is the question of feed­ 
ing," Mr. Horwood told tho far­ 
mers. 
"The dairy cow needs car­ 
bohydrates and fats to furnish 
the heat and energy for her body. 
They are the cheapest of the nu­ 
trients and the ones that 
Delta 
county farmers can grow' and fu r­ 
nish through hay, silage, roots, 
barley and oats. 
"Protein is used by the animal 
In building lean 
meat, 
bones, 
blood, hide, hair and hoofs, and 
is also a constituent of milk. This 
is usually furnished by such feeds 
as cotton seed meal, linseed 
oil 
meal, gluten meal, ground 
flax 
seed and ground field peas. 
The 
last two protein 
feeds 
can 
be 
grown in this locality. 
The en­ 
tire amount of protein 
can 
be 
supplied in the ration by these 
two feeds when alfalfa hay 
is 
fed. 
W hether they can profitably 
be used to supply the protein de­ 
pends upon the m arket price. 
I ’m* of Minerals. 
"Salt is used to some extent in 
bono building and in the devel­ 
opment of the d ig e s t iv e Juices of 
the stomach and intestines. 
"Calcium and phosphorus may 
he required by the dairy cow. Un­ 
less you have high testing cows 
producing over 7000 pounds of 
milk or low testing cows produc­ 
ing over 10,000 pounds, and are 
feeding a good well cured legume 
hay, you are not apt to need these 
minerals. 
Of the two minerals, 
phosphorus is the one most like­ 
ly to be lacking. 
These minerals 
can be furnished cheapest 
and 
best by adding from one to two 


per cent odorless, steamed, hone 
rneil to the grain ration or give 
them free access. 
Iodine for flu' prevention 
of 
goiter should he fed 
in

form. 
Iodized salt is an efficient 
and cheap way of furnishing this.
